urged by the postmaster. A record cf 
the people on each route and at each 
farm \\ ill be kept by the carrier and at 
the postoffice- when the survjey is com- 
pleted. 


The carriers will drop blanks in mail 


boxes and will ask patrons to fill them 
out and return them. The names of 
all poisons, including servants who 
receive mail at the address, arc to be 
written on the blank. 


Correct initials and spelling of names 


is of special importance at the post- 
office, it was said. Often articles ot 
mail come into the office addiessed to 
a rural route but with no box: or route 
number. Where there are several with 
the first and last name, the initials ate 
important. For instance, there are four 
"Willaim Schroedcr" 
in the

distncts, it uas said. Where the'seconc 
initial is not known at the office, theie 
is apt to be delay in locating which 
person is to receive the mail.

CURBING THE DRUNKEN DRIVER 


A bill has been introduced in the legis- 


lature under which the minimum pun- 
ishment for conviction of drunken driving 
would be a $500 fine. So far as the seri- 
ousness of the offense is concerned, a 
minimum fine of this amount would be 
justified. Its enforcement would result in 
a great many offenders, who could not 
pay the fine, serving it out in jail. That 
way could be defended, provided there 
were no better way to break up this dan- 
gerous practice. We do not think the 
drunken driver is entitled to any consid- 
eration in measures necessary to suppress 
him. We have believed that jail sentences 
were preferable to fines, as being not only 
the more adequate punishment but a 
greater deterrent against repetition. 


There is, however, a better way to deal 


with the drunken driver than by either 
fine or imprisonment, and it can be made 
doubly effective by adding fine or impris- 
onment. 
It is by instituting a rigid driv- 


er license system, narrowing those au- 
thorized to drive down to the competent, 
violations of traffic and other regulatory 
laws to be punished in the discretion of 
the court by revocation or suspension of 
the license to drive, and making such 
revocation or suspension mandatory in 
the case of drunken driving. 


A man who runs an automobile while 


.^intoxicated should be deprived of the 
^,.right to drive for a given length of time. 
U If the offense merits it, he can also be fin- 
£ ed or sent to jail. But in all cases the priv- 
fc-ilege of driving should be taken away. If 
fc upon its restoration he repeats the 
of- 


K tense, his license can be revoked entirely. 
f Punishment which does not rule the 
« drunken driver off the road and suppress 
t him as a public menace is insufficient, and 
t does not reach the problem. The only way 
2 to give the public the protection it is en- 
p titled to is to deny him the road. 
Each 


* year, with the increase of traffic, he be- 
£ comes a greater peril, a more serious cus- 
2 tomer to handle. He can be suppressed 
* only by employing drastic measures;

have been tried on the accusation of cor- 
ruption in connection with this transac- 
tion. In the first trial the jury was unable 
to agree as to either defendant. Miller is 
one of the highest government officials 
ever convicted of a crime, and in this re- 
spect it is a notable victory for the prose- 
cution. 


Public interest, however, was 
chiefly 


centered upon Daugherty. It has unques- 
tionably been inclined to believe him 
guilty, not only because of the destruc- 
tion of evidence that might incriminate 
him, but by other circumstances that 
strongly reflect on his innocence. Further- 
more. Mr. Daugherty's general reputation 
had suffered heavily through the scandals 
of the Harding cabinet in which he was 
personally and 
conspicuously involved. 


The verdict in his case, therefore, is net 
satisfactory. He is neither convicted nor 
absolved of guilt. 
It will serve to 


strengthen rather than diminish public 
prejudice against him. 
If the jury has 


been unwilling to judge him, the public 
will hardly find itself so constrained. The 
major opinion will be, we think, that 
Daugherty along with Miller was guilty 
and deserved conviction and punishment. 


It is another one of those criminal cases 


which lately have terminated so unsatis- 
factorily for the government and, we be- 
lieve, for the public interest. 
It is be- 


coming increasingly difficult to convict 
by juries, even where guilt is established 
beyond a shadow of reasonable doubt, 
all of which would seem to reflect a grow- 
ing 
indifference 
to 
law-breaking and 


crime. 


SIMPLIFY THE TAX 


Simplification of the income tax law is 


not only a desirable thing, it is a. neces- 
sity. 
The need of a new federal income 


tax law which will be both comprehensive 
and easily understood by the general pub- 
lic is only too apparent. Experts, such as 
George E. Holmes, income tax authority 
of Xew York, have long contended that 
some sort of simplification and revision is 
necessary and conditions today justify 
their contention. 


The present income tax law,s are very- 


confusing. They are subject to many in- 
terpretations and needlessly burden the 
department because of the difficulty of 
collections. Simplified laws would save 
millions of dollars and would tend to 
produce 3. better feeling among the tax- 
payers. 


About nine tenths of those who 
pay 


federal income taxes ordinarily have 
simph returns, yet to find the simple 
principles applying to their own case they 
must wade through 150 pages of fine 
print, which happens to include 250 cross 
references. These references are confus- 
ing and are foreign to the problem con- 
fronting the small income man. He is not 
concerned about corporations formed un- 
der the China trade act or what corpora- 
tions are entitled to benefits and if so, 
why. He is interested just in the portions 
of the law which bear on his own problem 
and he has a positive right to have the 
thing in such form that the business of 
making out his report is easy instead of 
complicated. 


The laws, for one thing, have been 


changed and changed and changed. These 
change? arc confusing. They arc a posi- 
tive abomination. 
With every change 


conies a host of new meaning's and inter- 
pretations until the ordinary taxpayer is" 
all at sea. Such a condition is not neces- 
sar\. Immediate bteps toward simplifica- 


be taken.

Answer—You are 
right. 
Tomatoes are nearly 


equal to oranges as a source of vitamin C. Vitamin 
C prevents scurvey. It is quite essential in the 
feeding of infants when they are bottle fed and es- 
pecially when 
the milk they receive is pasteur- 


ized. Oxidation destroys this vitamin, and so the 
home canning process makes tomatoes or tomato 
juice unsuitable as source of vitamin C. The fac- 
tory canning process is a vacuum process and so 
factory canned tomatoes retain their viiamin C and 
the juice of factory canned tomatoes Is nearly or 
quite as useful as the auicc of fresh tomatoes or 
orange juice for infant feeding.

EMPLOYMENT STATISTICS. 


Washington, D. C.—When in 1921 


the situation in the United States with 
respect to employment grew so ser- 
ous as to threaten an economic crisis, 
President Harding called a Conference 
on Unemployment that met in Wr«0i 
ngton in the fall of that year. The 
fir&t business undertaken by the con- 
'erence was to ascertain how serious 
the situation really was - • that Is to 
say, how many hundreds of thousands 
or millions of workers were out of 
work and how they were distributed 
over the country./The result was lit- 
tle more than a vague guess. 


The data available were found to be 


so unsatisfactory that even after, a 
.horough examination of all the sta- 
tistics and facts that could be assem- 
bled by state and Federal bureaus the 
official statement had to be a mere 
conjecture to the effecf'that' there are 
variously estimated from 3,500,000 to 
5,500.000 unemployed." 


Out of this situation, which econo- 


mists had long known to exist, grew a 
movement to have such useful data 
collected on a comprehensive, country- 
wide, standardized basis. A committee 
of the American Statistical Associa- 
tion made an extended study and RQ.- 
ally worked out a plan for accomplish- 
ing this, which has been published by 
the Eussell Sage Foundation in a vol- 
ume, "Employment Statistics for the 
United States." The book is edited by 
Ralph G. Hurlin and William A. Ber- 
ridge, and includes a chapter by Mary 
Van Kleeck, director of the Founda- 
tion's department of industrial studies. 


"If the plaa for the gathering of 


nation-wide statistics whicli the Com- 
mittee on Governmental Labor Statis- 
tics of the America Statistical Asso- 
ciation advocates in this volume is 
carried out," says Miss Van Kleeck, 
"we shall know for each month for 
every important Industry in the coun- 
try, for every State, and for the more 
important cities and industrial areas 
within each State, whethei the num- 
ber on the payrolls and the total 
wages paid are less or greater than 
in the preceding month, In the preced- 
ing year, and at other periods signifi- 
cant for comparison." 


DETAILS OF THE PLAN 


This plan is embodied in 
eleven 


specific recommendations, 
of which 


the first is that the coordinating cen- 
ter be the Federal Bureau of Labor 
Statistics in the Department of La- 
bor at Washington and that there all 
statistics of employment collected by 
any other Federal bureau in the dis- 
charge of its administrative respon- 


sibilities; or by any state bureau, be 
gathered together, 
coordinated, and 


published in a periodic report on em- 
ployment throughout the nation. 


Next, the initial responsibility for 


the collection of statistics is to bo 
placed upon each State to secure the 
necessary information for its 
own 


purposes and to report to the Feder- 
al-Government such a sampling qf its 
data as" is essential for a national 
record. 


Bureaus or departments 
in 
the 


Federal Government having a direct 
relation to certain industries are to 
collect employment data for those in- 
dustries and report them to the Bur- 
eau of Labor Statistics. The Bureau 
of Mines will cover mines and -quar- 
ries, the Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission will report for the railroads, 
and the Department of Agriculture 
for farms.

for these statistics in their work are 
to cooperate In their extension - and

It's the only 
private lawn in the

which may be invaded and trampled 
on without regard for the feelings of 
the occupant of the premises. 


UNLIKE OTHER REPUBLICS 
The president's daily receptions and 


the right accorded freeborn Americans 
to walk unmolested under the portico 
which shclteis his front door, and 
even peep into the windows *bf the 
White House parlors, are 
striking 


symbols of democracy as practised in 
the United States and by the head of 
the nation. They have no counterpart 
in Kepublics the world over, and sug- 
gest a unique paradox to the almost 
autocratic authority 
vested by the 


constitution in the nation's executive. 


Marshal von Hindenburg is by com- 


parison a legendary figure in the

The 
billions of real wealth coming each 
year from the farmers of America are 
the foundation of prosperity. 
The 


farmer must be upheld and protected 
by all who want real prosperity. 


Moreover—we owe to agriculture 


something far more important than 
good business. We owe our manhood to 
the farms. A large proportion of the 
great manufacturers, merchants and 
bankers of this country were born on 
farms. 
Big cities—like New York— 


are furnaces which feed on the coun- 
try both literally and 
figuratively. 


These furnaces? use for fuel the boys 
from the farms who go to New York 
and become bank presidents, and great 
captains of industry. The reason farm 
boys are, wanted is because they arc 
trained in the fundamentals of integ- 
rity, industry, thrift and initiative.

Farming still offers some 
opportunities for men with strong 
Jhysique, sufficient capital and proper 
ocations.

A farmer 
nust not only .guess as to what and 
tow much other farmers are to plant, 
what and how much other people are 
going to buy, but in addition must gam- 
)le on the weather. "No stock broker 
akes the chances that a farmer takes! 
However hard a farmer may work or 
vhatever judgment a 
farmer may 


iave, a burning sun or an early freeze 
or a wet season may ruin his crops. 
:t truly seems to me that a young man 
vho today could start a farm and 
make money raising anything fiom 
pigs to potatoes could make 
more 


money doing anything else: Another 
hing, a few farmers who have made 
money have generally done so, not di- 
-ectly through what they have laiscd. 
jut through benefiting from increased 
and values or the services of a large 
amily to whom they did not have to 
lay wages. 
BEST FARMING OPPORTUNITIES 
Statistics show that the best farm- 


ng opportunities today arc either in 
market gardens, just outside large cit- 
es, supplying lugumes. lettuce, cab- 
age, celery, milk, cream, chickens, 
•ggs, tomatoes, etc. or else in great 
racts of cheap land where wheat, 
corn, potatoes are raised in very large 
iuantities with machinery exclusively 
doing the work. Both of these kinds 
>f farming require executive ability, 
marked intelligence and considerable 
capital. Both groups of farmers stand 
a chance of making a good profit by 
he increasing value of the land. The 
market gardener's land should be near 
enough to be sold for house lots as 
he city grows: while the big operator 
vlll have land purchased very cheap- 
y which must increase in value by the 
mere improvements made. 


The above warning need not be con- 
idered by young men who are to in- 
icrit farms from their fathers. 
Al- 


hough there is no need of more farms 
at present, there must not be any de- 
ertion of farms already in operation, 
'he solution of the farm problem will 
ome through the improvement and 
•onsolldation of those already casting. 
Young men who have a chance to 
co-operate in this evolution should 
grasp it. They should go to a good ag- 
ricultural school and then return to 
tho farm. Tho pessimistic advice I 
gave above is against starting new 
farms at this time. If you can stay on 
a good farm which your father has 
mado pay. do so. You'll be happier 
Flaying on the farm than by leaving 
the farm and becoming fuel for large 
city bankers and business men. Be- 
?ide«. &o many are leaving farms for 
the cities and bO many farms arc going 
backward that those who rornain may 
have a real worth-while business. Per- 
sonally, I cannot Imagine a bc-tter life 
than to farm In the north from April 
to November and spend the winters In 
Florida or California. Only the farm- 
er has a business where-such an ideal 
life Is possible. 


AGRICULTURAL INVESTMENTS 
Those who wish to ha\e a hand In 


"raising things" but arc not thorough- 
ly trained and able to make farming a 
rc-al business, should e-ithcr 
confine 


themselves to back-yard gardens with 
a few hens or else be content to invest 
In some of the standard companies 


-For instance, it is flno to raise 


enough fruit for your own table; but 
oon't attempt to do more unless you 
are ready to go at it sciMitiflcally and 
mako it your solo bu«inrff.. you i,a(j 
far better buy stock m tj,n United 
Fruit company or on- of the other tn- 
tahll*hr>ri concerns whl'li :,rc operating 
scientifically and making a real bus- 


incss of raisins and marketing fruit 
Many such companies will be organ 
Izcd dining the next few years as in 
dependent growers of citrus fruit, ap 
pics, melons, peaches, etc., especially 
us men find that ten acres as a side 
hue is likely to be a luxury rather than 
an Investment. 


Gradually the raising of wheat, corn, 


potatoes, etc., will be consolidated into 
big companies as has the raising of 
sugar, rubber or tobacco. Until such 
a tune comes one will probably be far 
better off to invest his money in secur- 
ities of the Cuban-American Sugar 
Company or the Intercontinental Rub- 
ber Company. Personally, I feel that 
the best future is in connection with 
raising dairy products. Milk, cream, 
butter and cheese are the safest things 
to raise, while eggs, chickens, and 
early vegetables come next. These, 
however, demand modern dairy plants, 
hot houses, irrigation systems and oth- 
er capital investments. Hence unless 
one is able to adopt these most modern 
methods it is better to Invest one's 
money in securities of the California 
Packing Company, the Kraft Cheese 
Company, the National. Dairy Com- 
pany or even the S6uthern Dairies all 
of \\luch securities are now listed on 
the New York Exchange. The fact 
that they are listed on the Exchange, 
however, means that they doubtless 
will sell lower when the next down- 
waid swing in the stock market oc- 
cuis. Hence, I do not suggest buying 
these issues at "the moment while the 
mai ket as a whole is very high. N 
General business however does not 


much affect the farmer, although ag- 
licultural conditions are a great fac- 
tor in making general business good or 
bad. For instance, bad crops resiilt in 
bad industrial and mercantile condi- 
tions because the farmers have less 
purchasing power; but Wall Street can 
have a 
panic and manufacturing 


plants be shut down when the individ- 
ual farmers may know nothing about 
it. Often poor business in the East 
helps the western farmer because it 
enables him to get labor and' supplies 
at lower prices. This fact Is helping 
farmers now to keep up their courage. 
They believe that before long industrl- 
a1 conditions are to become more quiet 
in Detroit, Chicago-and St. Louis and 
other cities which have been taking 
labor away from the farms and that 
this labor will come back to the farm- 
er. A study of the Babsonchart which 
lias declined from about 15% above 
normal the latter part of 1926 to 7 per 
cent above normal today suggests that 
these farmers may. be right. 


MORE LUMBER BUSINESS 


THIS YEIRTHJIN IN 1926 


In its weekly review of the lumber 


market, the American 
Lumberman, 


Chicago, says: 


Lumbermen find business a little 


slow, as is usual at this season, but 
many of those i\ho have compared 
their volume for 1927 to" date', "-with 
that for last year, have discovered 
that this year's volume has been larg- 
er. And analysis of figures'reported by 
the principal softwood mills of the 
country confirms that a larger quan- 
tity of lumber has sold. The six large 
softwood manufacturing groups whose 
reports for the two periods are avail- 
able give out the following 
figures: 


During the first seven weeks of 1926 
there had been 2,303 weekly mill re'- 
ports, giving total orders booked as 
1,321,816 thousand feet, or an average 
of 575 thousand feet a mill a week. 
For the first seven weeks of 1927, 
weekly reports from the same groups 
of mills numbered 2,168 and gave, or- 
ders booked as 1,497,182 thousand feet, 
or an average of about 690 thousand 
feet a mill a week. This shows that, 
compared with 1926, the 1927 average 
orders per mill per week gained twen- 
ty per cent. 
. . . 


Though a good part of the-country 


is still handicapped by bad 
weather, 


more activity is being" shown in the 
lumber trade. Xone of the distributers, 
however, are adding very freely to 
their _stocks, but are sorting them up 
in readiness for spring. Continuance 
of hand to mouth buying is generally 
expected, but naturally there will be 
a larger flow of softwood from the 
mills as soon as the yards begin to 
move out lumber to jobs. 


On present volume, softwood prices 


have-barely remained firm', for dis- 
posal of surplus lots has given the 
market a weak aspect. Manufacturers 
had been expecting,earlier advances, 
and, in fact, the price level is too low 
to permit many of the smaller mills to 
operate. This list has a strong under- 
tone, and it is generally believed that 
not much gain in trade volume would 
be required to bring prices up a few 
dollars. Northern pine, which is pro- 
duced close to its sales territory, has 
felt the first effects of increasing yard 
orders, and quotations on a number of 
items have advanced. 


The hardwood people are getting a 


good deal more business from 
the 


automobile factories, though building 
trades and furniture takings arc held 
down, largely by bad weather. To date 
this year the southern mills, which are 
responsible for about six-sevenths of 
the annual cut, have sold twenty-one 
percent more than they'manufactured. 
Northern mjlls report a steady gain 
In business: this Is their season of 
heaviest production. 
Prospects for 


foreign trade in hardwoods have been 
vastly Improved by a reduction of five 
cents a hundred pounds In ocean rates.'
